Thirty-four Britons, including 
seven children, were transported 
this morning by a British naval 
craft to the Jardine steamer, the 
Wingsang, at the mouth éf the 
harbour, for evacuation to Hong 
Kong, while an American Iand- 
ing craft this after took a 
batch, of Americans fo the: United 
States warships anchored off 
Woosung. The samo landing craft 
carried out a similar mission yes- 
terday. 

The American consular . au- 
thoritie: sald that the: United 
States hospital ship Repose may 
be summoned Woosung to 
evacuate the American evacuces 
now being glven refyge on board 
the warships, who Were allowed 
only two handbags as luggage.

New Ordinance’s 
- First Reading | 


An Ordinance to allow' ap- 
plications to be heard by a 
Registrar of the Supreme Court 
will have its First Reading at 
today’s Legislative Council 
meeting. A note an the ob- 
jects and reasons state 

It is custumary In ngland, 
though not in Hong Kong, for 
many applications to be heard by 
a Master of Registrar of the Sup- 
reme Court of Judicature in 
Chambers. It is also usual for a 
judge to refer. parties to the 
that the latter may 
determine questions of detail 
arising on the judge's Order. 

It js considered desirable to 
empower the Court or_a judge to 
refer mutters to the Registrar in 
any particular cuse and to ‘em- 
power the Chief Justice to make 
tules of a general nature under 
which the practice in the Sup- 
teme Court of Judleature in Eng- 
land ns regurds the powers and 
duties of a Master of Registrar 
could be applied in whole or in 
purt to the Supreme Caurt sof 
Hong Kong. 

The proposed Bill repeals and 
replaces section 12 of the Sup- 
reme Court Ordinance, 1873, with 
a section containing the provisions 
necessary to achieve the foregoing 
objects. ] 

In view of the general power 
of delegation given by sub-sec- 
tion (3) of the proposed new 
section 13, section 635 of the Code 
ef Civil Procedure would no 
longer be necessary. 

The opportunity afforded by 
the necessity fo repeal and re- 
place section 13 of the Supreme 
Court Ordinance, ;1873, has cen 
utilised to recast the provisions 
relating to the appointments. of 
the officers of the Supreme Court.

FAR FROM HOME 

Our contributor Mr. H. G. 
W. Woodhead made some 
very timely suggestions yes- 
terday regarding the arrival 
shortly of 8,000 troops from 
Britain to reinforce the gar- 
rison here. He recommends 
that the Colony’s residents 
prepare in advance to wel- 
come these men, provide 
amenities for them, and sce 
that their limited spending 
money is not swallowed up 
too quickly by our very high 
cost of living. 

It is difficult for most of 
us to see ourselves as do 
these lads straight from 
Home, from widely differing 
backgrounds, many from 
underprivileged homes, and 
accustomed for years to an 
atmosphere of austerity and 
shortage. They see numbers 
of Europeans with large in- 
comes, and paying only 
token income tax, eating 
enormous meals, throwing 
lavish cocktail parties, driv- 
ing in’ expensive cars to 
magnificent homes. These 
fine dwellings are all too 
often seen only from the out- 
side: their hospitality is sel- 
dom for the rank and file. 
Is it surprising therefore that 
a certain lowering of morale 
may appear ‘among the 
troops, who may not be too 
enthusiastic about risking 
their lives to defend people 
who apparently have no in- 
terest*in their, welfare? 

It is true that many resi- 
dents have little money tv 
spend on entertaining, and 
live in overcrowded condi- 
tions that preclude the re- 
ceiving of guests. There are 
others, however, who are 
more fortunate, who hold 
leading positions in the com- 
munity and belong to the 
best clubs. These do, in 
fact, afford hospitality to men 
in uniform, but with few ex- 
ceptions the recipients are 
commissioned officers, osten- 
sibly of the same “class” as 
themselves, who have plea- 
sant manners and are an ad- 
junct to any party. The fact 
is that in the ordinary way 
well-to-do families have no 
way of meeting the rankers, 
there being no social con- 
tacts, and it is supposed that 
they happily lead their own 
life in their own way. 

Admittedly there are sev- 
eral excellent institutes at 
their disposal, but few people 
want to spend every night in 
an institute. There are also 
the tawdry bars, dance halls 
and honky tonks, but the 
average decent youngster is 
driven to these only as a last 
resort, as: plyces where, when 
he has the money, he can 
find music and stimulated 
laughter, and chat with a 
girl, of however dubious re- 
putation. Few ‘ experience 
any normal home life for the 
years of their tour here. 

In view of the fact that 
these men are coming out to 
protect the lives and property 
of all of us, it might be well 
if our more comfortably off: 
citizens reconsidered their 
attitude to the Services. 
Perhaps it would. -not “be 
practicable to mix corporals

A Right Choice 


Whon tho Bishop of Veszprem, 
already 2 legendary figure, Wns 
appolnted Archbishop of Eszter- 
gom and Primate of Hungary by 
the Popo the cholee was obviously 
the right one. It was received With 
enthusiasm and high hopes by 
Hungarian public opinion. The 
date wan August 16, 1945. Tho 
appointment must have been partly 
due to Monsignore Rottn, who had 
made the acquaintance of the Arm, 
determined, unswervingly loyal 
prolato during tho hardest and 
darkest days. Mindszenty had 
helped him in saving the victims 
of persecution and in alding the 
destitute. Monsignore Rotta (and, 
through hia inspiration, the Holy 
See) must have thought that after 
the Papal Nunclo had been forced 
to leave Hungary-no one could 
represent Rome more ably or 
more loyally; no one could fill more 
worthily the thousand-year-old, 
Archbishopric of Esztergom, the 
see Of the Hungarinn Primates 
founded by St. Stephen. Those 
who are sonsitive to the Impact of 
history must have felt tho 
grandour of the moment when 
Joseph Afindszenty, tho seventy- 
ninth Primate, made his entry, on 
October 7, 1945, into the. Basilica 
rof Eeztergom. 


It was sald of St, Benedict: 
Bendictus montes amabat. The 
same could.be snid of St. Stephen: 
he also loved mountains. The 
pnolace of the Ampad kings, the 
first Hungarian dynasty, was 
built on the rocky hill of Eszter- 
fom, above the majestic Danube, 
On the foundations of the Roman 
wator-tower which the Magyars, 
on arriving in the country, found 
etill intact, Later it became the 
residence of the Archbishops of 
Esztergom; here, too, the Basilica 
was erected, the watch-tower 
of the Primates of Hungary. 
Throughout Hungarian history 
this grest cathedral shared the 
fate of the country. During the 
siege in 1044, which lasted three 
months, shells tore several gaps 
In the dome, and the cold North 
wind burst like a hurricane 
through the shattered, glassless 
windows, The customary-pomp and 
ciroumstance, with {ts rich and 
ornate ritual, had perforce to /be 
omitted: but the grim, bare set- 
tling emphasised even better: the 
essenco and significance of the 
ceremony. Tho national collapse 
which followed hard upon defoat 
made the instalment of the head 
of the Hungarlan Church, the first 
constitutlong! .dignitary, of the 
greatest national importance. . In 
the transitory constitutional situa- 
tlon the great bulk of national 
public opinion felt that tho. filling 
of the vacant sec of the Esztergom 
Archbishopric and Primacy—it 
had fallen vacant with tho death of 
Cardinal Sveredl, the great ex- 
ponent of canon law—was ,the

Porhaps it was this mood that 
provided tho inspiration for the 
address mado by the new. Hun- 
gation Primate, nlways so sensi- 
tive to historical influences; yet 
he dig not stress the continuation 
of historical traditions, but rather 
the tasks of the supreme Church 
authority presented by the national 
collapse. He saw the past in his 
mind’s oye; nino of his predeces- 
sors who had been rained to the 
Archbishopric of Esztergom, the 
City of Kings, from the Bishopric 
of Veszprem, the City of the 
Queens.

DOCK STRIKE AT

The British oflcial view is that 
the arrest was justified because 
the Batory was in British waters, 
but that it was without prejddice 
to a Court decision as to whether 
or not the American extradition 
claim on Eisler is valld. 


The Polish Embassy in a state- 
ment on the Ambassador's inter- 
view said: “The Pollsh Am- 
bassador saw Mr, Bevin and de- 
livered to him a strong oral pro- 
test against the violation of the 
rights of the Polish flag and the 
rights of Mr. Eisler, who sought 
refuge on board a Polish ship. 

“The Ambassador stated that 
international law was violated 
when the police, without asking 
permission from cither the Polish- 
Consul or the Master of the 
Batory, boarded the ship and 
brought with them representa- 
tives of the United States au- 
thorities.””

Mr. Porter alleged that in 
many cases raw materials arc 
furnished (to Eastern countries 
by Russia) only so that the smal- 
ler countries mny process them 
into finished goods for re-export 
to the Soviet Union, often as re- 
paratlons. 

The Russian delegate, Mr. 
Amnazasp Arutlunian, had earlier 
appealed for more’ Enst-West 
trnde 10 promote co-operation 
between the two political systems. 
He claimed that United States 
pressure on Western Europe is 
the main cause of the present 
low level of such trade. 

Mr, Porter sald that politically 
conceived bilateral trade rela- 
{lonships In Eastern Europe are 
preventing the exports of food 
and raw materials to the West. 
“Left ta establish trade relations 
Of the greatest advantage to them, 
Eastern European countries 
would not trade scarce and im- 
portant raw materials with coun- 
tries having substantially similar 
economies. a 3 

“The word for exchange under 
those conditions is not trade but 
simply exploitation. ‘Trade and 
economic developmen, of — the 
Eastern European nntions along 
the Hines of most benefit to them 
obviously would not serve the 
Present purposes of the Sovict 
Union and its apparent political 
and economic objectives in Ens- 
tern Europe, which scem to in- 
volve the impoverishment of 
smaller countries.

opportunities,” he sald.

Argentine meat talks. 

The Government announced to- 
day that the ration from May 22 
will include an extra 2d. worth 
of fresh meat, in substitution for 
the 2d. worth of canned meat 
which is now purt of the ration. 
This has been made possible by a 
¥eneral improvement in the sup- 
ply position. 

Corned meat is Britain's basic 
meat reserve. It is usually Issued 
when fresh supplies sre insuffi- 
cient to honour the full ration. 
The improvement applics not only 
to home-produced meat, but to 
British supplics from other quar- 
ters, including Australia, New 
Zealand and the United States, 

Fat cattle supplics from Ire- 
land have improved and a small 
amount of pork has come from 
These factors have 
strengthened the Government's 
hand in its present negotiations 
with Argentina. On present esti- 
mates of the ‘reserves and sup- 
plies, an interruption over some 
months in the Argentine supplies 
will not make a cut in the ration 
necessary. —~ q
